JerVed in the Heavens.

A S I was obfervjng the Immerlions of the 3d and 4th 
Satellite of 73 on the 20th of this month in the 
Evening, I efpyed a very odd fort of Light in the Con- 
ftellation of the lower end of which was below 
the Bull’s Eye, and the other a good way above it, 
and that Star about the middle of the lower end there¬ 
of, as in Fig. 3. which doth reprefen £ its appearance 
to me. This Glade of Light had the fame Motion 
that the Heavens had, and was much like the Tail of a 
Comer, but pointed at the upper end, as in the Figure. 
This Light, I doubt not, is fuch as Dr Childrey firft ob- 
ferved in England, and which Cajjini and others after¬ 
wards obferved in France , a S' Dr Hook faith. I am forry 
that the following Nights were Cloudy 3 and although 
E aftar-day Evening was fair, yet I forgot it unluckily then. 
And Rafter-Monday being Cloudy in the Evening, I could 
not obferve it a fecond time till Txefday laft, and then it 
was gone. 
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
